During the meeting the action 
of President Gompers in striving to defeat 
the object of the strike was bitterly con- 
demned, andthe president of the federation 
was attacked upon all sides. Resolutions 
were offered by former warm supporters 
of Gompers’s, assailing the motives of the 
President of the federation in pursuing the 
policy displayed to down the American 
Railway Union, and he Was arraigned by 
@ humber of speakers. The resolutions 
were mot adopted as a whole, but the sen- 
timent of the meeting was vocally express- 
ed. The name of President Cleveland was 
jeered and hissed at both meetings of the 
assembly and at a meeting held’ tonight. 
Every time a speaker mentioned the pres- 
ident he was hissed, and the president: of 
the simple tax club of Cook county was 
virtually hissed off the platform of an am- 
biguous reference to Cleveland, which was 
taken as an endorsement. 

The endowment by the trades and labor 
assembly is considered a most valuable aid 
to the American: Railway Union, as the 
body controls over 103,000 men, included in 
which are the affiliated orders of the build- 
ing and trades council, which, through 
President J. J. Ryan, renounced all con- 
nection with the Pullman boycotters and 


strikers. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELANG ON LABOR, 


Riots and Mobs Injure the Cause—The 
Work of Savages. 


Chicago, July 15.—Archbishop Ireland, of 
St. Paul, being asked what he had to say 
upon the railway strike, today, spoke as 
follows: “I dislike to speak of the Chicago 
strikes, because in so doing I shall blame 
labor, while because of my deep sympathy 
with it, I should wish to have never but 
words of praise for it. Yet in a momentous 
social crisis, such as the one through 
which we are passing, it is a duty to speak 
aloud and to make avowal of the truths 
and principles which will save society and 
uphold justice. 

“The fat@l@mistake which has been made 
in connection with this strike is that prop- 
erty has been destroyed, the liberty of 


citizens interfered with, life en- 
dangered, eocial order menaced, 
and the institutions and free- 


fom of the country put in most serious 
jeopardy. The moment such things happen 
all possible questions as to the rights and 
grievances of labor must be dropped out 
ef sight and all efforts of law-abiding- 
titizens and of public officials made to 
serve in maintaining public order nnd 
guarding at all costs the public weal. 
Labor must learn, however’ sacred its 
rights be,that there is something above them 
and absolutely supreme—social order and 
the laws of public justice. There is no 
civil crime as hideous and as pregnant of 
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evil results as resistance to.law and the 


' constitutional authorities of the country. 
' This is revolution; 


it begets chaos; it is 
anarchy; it disrupts the whole social fab- 
ric which ensures life and safety to the 
poor as well as to the rich, to the em- 
ployers as well as to the employes. 

The Work of Savages. 

“There can be no hesitation to bring in 
the help of the powers of society when 
property is menaced, Only savages, or men 
who for the time being are turned into 
savage, will burn or destroy 
whether it be the factory of the rich man 
or the poor man’s cottage; a railroad car 
or a national building. More criminal and 
more inexcusable, yet is the act of murder- 
ing human beings or of endangering their 
lives. Labor, too, must learn the lesson 
that the liberty of the citizen is to be re- 
spected. One man has the right to cease 
from work, but he has no right to drive 
another man from work. He who respects .- 
not the liberty of others shows himself 
unworhty of his own liberty and incapable 
of citizenship in a free country. Never 
can riots and mob rule and lawless depre- 
dation be tolerated. The country that per- 
mits them signs its death warrant. 

How Labor Is Injured. 

“Riots and mob rule, such as have oc- 
curred in Chicago, do immense harm to the 
cause of labor and set back its advance 
for whole decades of years. Labor thereby 
loses the earnest sympathy of thousands 
of friends and gives courage and triumph 
to its enemies. Worse yet, the principle of 
popular government suffers. It is no won- 
der that, reading of the occurrences in 
America, Europeans announce that the 
republic is a failure and thata strong mon- 
archy only can hold society together, No- 
where on earth has the poor man liberty, 
civil, social and industrial, as that which 


“he enjoys in America. Is this liberty to 


be used in tearing down the republic which 
blesses and protects them? 

“T am far from saying that labor has not 
had its grieyance in America, nor that re- 
dress must not be sought. I would not re- 
spect the laborer who seeks not to enjoy 
all his rights and to improve his condition. 
But, all this must be done within the lines 
of social order and law. The remedy for 
these ills is a healthy public opinion and 
fair public legislation, and all legitimate 
efforts. in these directions, Whether by 
single act or united force, are laudable. 
Labor has made great progress in the re- 
cent past; it must not be too hasty—time 
and patience are requisites to final suc- 


cess.”

Clerks in the office of United States 
Marshal Arnold were busily engaged today 
in tabulating the total of deputies to whom 
the oath had been administered since the 
inauguration of the trouble. Marshal Ar- 
nold was surprised when the last of the 
stubs with the seal attached 
bered 3,402. 


‘That is a small army in itself,’’ he said, 


“and big enough for any ordinary trouble.” 

Of this lot 2,006 were railroad men, watch- 
men and others sworn in as special depu- 
ties at the request of the various railroad 
companies, and on whose account no per 
diem will be charged to the government. 
This leaves in the neighborhood of 1,400 men 
to be naid s+ the rate of $2.50 ner dav and 
expenses ‘nd for terms of service ranging 
from six to seventeén days. 

Business Men Were Alarmed, 

The total cost of the service rendered 
from the marshal’s office hag not yet been 
calculated. An examination of the commis- 
sion stubs developed the fact that quite 


a number of deputies were sworn in at the 


request of the agents of steamship docks 
and of sky-scraping big wholesale and re- 
tail buildings. 

This indicates the existence during the 
thick of the troubles of an undercurrent of 
alarm on the part of the local capitalists 
and business men that was not permitted 
to appear on the surface at the time, but 
which would have undoubtedly intensified 
the existing apprehension. 


SWITCHMEN STRIKE AGAIN, 


The Situation on the Northern Pacific 
Continues Bad. 

Fargo, N. D., July 15.—he Northern 
Pacific strike situation is more complicated 
tonight than for the past week. The mem- 
bers of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Soci- 
ety who had returned to work all struck at 
7 o'clock. The report of the shooting of 
Engineer Martin, a non-union man, and his 
fireman out in the Bad Lands in Montana 
was confirmed by private telegram tonight. 
A lone cowboy rode up to the train and 
Shot both. Details are lacking, but both 
are said to have died. Martin brought the 
first train on the Northern Pacific to this 
point and was confidered a leader for the 
company against the American Railway 
Union. 

Master Mechanic Phelan has informed the 
mechanics that the shops here will not open 
before September Ist. A committee of Min- 
mesota alliancemen 
the American Railway Union and assured 
them provisions and money. 

Telegrams from main points west to the 
coast on the Northern and Jacific indi-

A STARTLING PLOT. 


Strike Leaders Said to Be Implicated 
in Train Wrecking. 
Woodland, Cal., July 15.—Strike Leader 
Knox. of the American Railway ~-Unton, 


Was arrested for conspiracy in train. wreck- 


ing on July 11th, but late last night he was 
charged with the murder of Emgineer 
Clark. Attorney Bruner, representing’ the 
railroad company,. said toutght that the 
proofs possessed by the prosecution dis- 
closed a plot that would startle the public. 
He said Knox’s complicity was proved be- 
yond question. The officers have the order 
which was written by Knox to a stable 
keeper for a team to be let to S. D. 
Worden, who was arrested for train wreck- 
ing, in which it was said that he (Knox) 
would be responsible for the pay. The bill 
was afterwards presented to Knox and he 
paid it. 


WHI REVOLVER SCARED THEM. 


Strikers Attack an Operator but Were 
| Driven Off. 

Terre Haute, Inc., July 15.—Strikers or 
their sympathizers made another attempt 
to ditch the Evansville and Terre Haute 
rorth-bound passenger train this morning 
by tampering with a switch, but the mis- 
placed switch was discovered befure the 
passenger arrived. A Pullman coach was 
cut out of a north-bound train Saturday 
right, but the miscreant ran after cutting 
it loose. An assault was made on the 
Evansville and Terre Haute yard office 
operator at 2 o’clock this morning by four 
men, one of whom is known to be a striker. 
The operator drew his revolver and the 
men ran. 

A Big Four freight was run through &m 
open switch, but not wrecked. The train- 
men were stoned by a crowd of hangers- 
cn. 


CUT THE CARS LOOSE. 


A Devilhish Trick Causes Heavy Loss 
of Property. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 15.—At_ 10:30 
o’clock this morning a freight train of 
thirty cars standing on an incline switch 
on the Pennsylvania track was cut loose 
by strikers and ran down at a terrific speed, 
into the Home Brewing Company’s sta- 
bles. causing a complete wreck of both 
train and stables. One dozen brewery wag- 
ons were demolished, and the teams 0o* 
horses were fairly slaughtered. The loss 
to the brewery in addition to that of the 
railroad company will be many thousands 
of dollars. 

Colonel Brady Arrested. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., July 15.—Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Brady, of the Seventeenth Infantry, 
who had command of the troops at Rock 
Springs during the strike troubles, return- 
ed to Fort Russell yesterday and reported 
to the commanding officer that he. had 
been ordered to report to General Brooke 
as being under arrest. Colonel Bratiy’s ar- 
rest is. believed to be the result of opinions 
expressed <n the strike situation. 


Switches Thrown by Rioters. 
Chicago, July 15.—Rioters caused trouble 
last night in the belt line yards at Eighty- 
first and Wallace streets. They threw 
switches leading from the Western Indiana 
main tracks into the yards, and two freight 
trains went from the main track into the 
sidings before the engineers discovered 
their error. No damage was done but the 
track was blocked for some time. After- 

wards, switches at several points in

TE GOST MILLIONS. 


Chicago and Illinois Suffer Heavily from 
_, the Debs Insurrection, — 


RAILWAYS NOP THE ORLY SUFFERER 


The Losses on Traffic and Property 
Are Estimated at $8,000,000. 


UNCLE SAM HAS TO FOOT A LARGE BILL 


Several Lives Were Lost, Too, While Debs 
aud Pullman Are Not Much 
Out of Pocket. 


Chicago, July 15.—Now that the railroads 
are getting their traffic in shape and busi- 
ness is assuming its normal condition, some 
sptculation as to the cost of the great 
strike to the railroads and others in Chicago 
alone may be interesting. 

All the general managers’ committee 
say at present they have not sufficient data 
to hazard an opinion that could be relied 
urcn. Urged to make a guess, one of them 
tonight said that the losses of the roads 
would reach at least $5,000,000 and might 
go as high as $8,000,000. He declined to per- 
mit the use of his name, however, as the 
father of the random opinion. 

It will probably be many weeks before 
the managers can secure figures for a 
detailed report. Many things must be 
taken into consideration. The loss occa- 
stoned by suspended traffic will be the 
largest item, but the destruction of prop- 
erty will be by no means a small one. 

The Pan Handle Suffered. 

Nearly 600 Pan Handle cars were destroy- 
ed in one blaze and of this number ninety- 
eight are now known to have contained 
merchandise. It will be necessary to learn 
from the shippers’ invoices just what these 
ninety-etght cars contained before any 
.computation of loss can be made, and 
that will take much time. Within the 
city limits tower houses have been burned 
and tracks torn up. Damage has been done 
in many railroad shops and enormous sums 
expended in defending the roads against 
rioters. 

General Manager St. John, of the Rock 
Island road, said yesterday. that the total 
losses to his company over their entire 
line would probably be not far from $1,000,- 
000. Counsel for many of the railroads 
are already at work drawing up claims fur 


| firancial redress from the county of Cook 


and the city of Chicago, but figures are 
hard to get at. Concerted uction on this 
line will be taken by the general managers 
at an early date, 

Commission Men Want Damage. 

As an outcome of the strike and -its 
digastrous effect upon the interest of com- 
Yasketon Of South Water street, the South 
Water Street Commercial Club has called 
a meeting to formulate a plan of action 
in regard to claims against the railroad 
companies, A committee has been ap- 
pointed to have present at the meeting all 
actial dealers and receivers, shippers, 
brekers, cold storage and railroad men 
irterested in the trade and the claims. It 
is estimated on the street that the claims 
Wili aggregate $500,000 and that the losses 
of the commission men direct and indirect 
wceuld not be a cent less than $1,500,000. 
The ,effect on the California fruit trade 
has been most disastrous. The first car 
of California fruit to move eastward in 
twelve days started yesterday. In the four 
days preceding the Fourth of July there 
were ninety cars of bananas en route to 
Chicago, a large pcrtion of which never 
reached here. 

Another great cause of loss 
was that outside shippers got 
the idea that there was going to be a 
famine here and they began to rush in 
perishable freight that never reached Chi- 
cago dealers and which ig now scattered al]! 
over the county, a dead loss. 

Loss of Freight. 

One prominent dealer was asked tonight 
as to what legal Standing the claims to 
be made would have. 

“I was in New York,” he said, “during 
the troubles of 1877. We shopped west a 
carload of lemons which were destroyed at 
Pittsburg. The consignee never remitted 
a dollar for the shipment, but we sued him 
and he paid our bill. Probably that will be 
the case with claims. I am satisfied that 
over $1,000,000 had been lost, but I am not 
satisfied how the railroads are to be com- 
pelled to pay for consignments which rotted 
on the track. In the time of the strikes 
they had in force two contracts, one with 
the Pullman company and one with the 
merchants. It was a question with them 
which contract they should keep. They de- 
cided in favor of the Pullman company, 
and now their attitude toward the losses 
of the merchants is to be determined.” 

Many Lives Lost. 

While the list of casualties resulting in 
the losses of life and personal injury di- 
rectly chargeable @ ™: strike @nd conse- 
quent ricts is not so extensive as a casual 
reader of the newspapers would suppose, 
the number of victims ts large enough to 
make a very serious showing. In Chicago 
and vicinity, including Hammond, eight, 
and indirectly ten lives were lost, the vic- 


‘tims being killed outright or afterward 


dying of their injuries, while the number of 
wounded, as far as reported, was forty-one. 
Two railroad accidents occurred, probably 
chargeable to the incompetency of green 
men employed to take the places of strikers, 
by which two lives were lost and four ‘per- 
sons injured. 

The shedding of blood began July 24, 
when Deputy Marshal Logan was slightly 
stabbed while fighting a mob at Blue Isl- 
and. 

July 5th, when the riots at the stock 
yards began, Edward O'Neill and Antonio 
Hopp were wounded by policemen. 

W. E. Anslyan and Frank Udess were 
wounded July 6th by @ marshal at Ken- 
sington; and Peter Schwartz, a flagman at 
the Pan Handle, and Wisconsin Central 
junction, was nearly beaten to death by 
rioters. 

Herbert Letters, a striking switchman, 
was shot and killed by Mrs. William J. 
Lehmann, whose husband, a Burlington 
fireman, had been assaulted by Letters at 
tthe corner of Bighteenth street and Oakley 
avenue, July 6th. 

The battle of Forty-ninth and Loomis 
streets took “place July 7th. The number 
of casualties resulting from that will never

The same day during a riot at the Pan 
Handle crossing, at Twenty-second street, 
Joseph Wargsowski was killed by a deputy 
marshal, and. Martha Back, a spectator of 
the disturbance at Ashland avenue and Six- 
teenth street, was killed by a stray shot 
from a policeman’s revolver. 

At Hammond, July &tn, soldiers of the 
United States army fired their first offen- 
sive shots east of the Mississippi river for 
many years, killing Charles Fiecicher and 
wounding W. H. Campbell and Victor 
Dezuttner. 

Patrick O’Connor was shot and killed by 
an Illinois militia privage at the corner of 
Newberry avenue and ‘l=: street, July 
llth. During the conflict between two com- 
panies of deputy marshals, brought on by 
fright, at Kensington, July 12th, Peter 
Fische, a deputy marshal, and Andrew 
Gregory, a bystander, were wounded. 

July 14th, W. Suchran, a striking team- 
ster, was shot by Rudolph Scoll, a driver 
whom he was trying to pull from the seat 
of his wagon at the corner of Meagher and 
Jefferson streets. 

A collision of last Thursday on the Wis- 
consin Central tracks, thougnt to be charge- 
able to a new engineer unacquainted with 
the road, caused the death of J.~B. Bristol 
and W. A. Pross, and the sericus injury 
of Andrew Bleas and Augustine Wright, all 
deputy marshais. 

A green switcninan on the same road was 
responsible for a wreck Friday in whic~s 
Thomas Murpny, Frank Smith and James 
Foley were badly hurt. 5 

At least nine and probably ten lives have 
been lost throughout the west, outside of 
Chicago. Four of,these, three soldiers and 
an engineer, by the intentional wrecking of 
a train at Sacramento, Cal. Two rioters 
were killed by the troops. 

Two men were killed at Spring Valley, 
Ill., by the fire of soldiers, and it is thought 
there was a third victim burned secretly. 
A non-union switchman killed a union man 
at Minneapolis, Minn., yesterday. 


HAS COST ILLINOIS HEAVLY. 


The War Has Been So Extensive That 
the Encampment Is Abandoned. 
Springfield, Ill., July 15.—Governor Alt- 
geld says there will be no encampment of 
the Illinois national guard this year. “I 
don’t see how we can have an encamp- 
ment,” said the governor yesterday. ‘‘The 
strikes have cost us enormously and we 
have nothing in the treasury to pay for an 
encampment. I am sorry, but it cannot be 
helped. The present strike is costing us 
about $10,000 a day for pay for the soldiers 
alone and when subsistence and transporta- 
tion are added & foots up a big sum per 

day.”’ ‘ 


A Rock Thrower. 

Fresno, Cal., July 15.—A passenger frain 
from Los Angeles reached Fresno at ll 
o’clock last night. While near Delano, 
Kern county, just after dark, a rock was 
thrown into the cur. The train was stopped 
and the miscreant was captured and sent 
to Bakersfield under a guard of soldiers. 
The train was fired upon two hours later, 
but the person who did the shooting was

Madison, Fla., July 15.—Mr. A. M. 
Michelson, who represented Madison coun- 
ty in the last legislature, has been ar- 
rested on a charge of forgery.

Thursday. 

Michelson succeeded in evading arrest un- 
til yesterday. When arrested he asked to be 
taken to the hotel until he could secure 
bondsmen. The officer granted his request 
and Micnelson was locked in a room. 
During the night he managed to escape by 
sliding down a post from the second story. 
Michelson went to the house of a woman, 
from whom -he procured a dress and, put- 
ting it on, attempted to escape. The sheriff, 
however, had received information as 
Michelson’s disguise and arrested him early 
this morning as he was leaving the town. 

Michelson came to Madison several years 
ago from South Carolina, clair@tng to be a 
count and that his father was once mayor 
of St. Petersburg, Russia. He dressed 
handsomely, had a good address and was 
most entertaining, and being introduced by 
one of Madison’s prominent young gentle- 
men who saw him in South Carolina, he 
was well received by the first families here 
and was considerably lionized. In a few 
months a rumor came that Mr. Michelson 
had a wife in South Carolina, and that he 
had been a convict in the penitentiary of 
that state. But notwithstanding all this, 
the people of this county elected him to 
represent them in the legislature. 


CHOLERA RAGES IN RUSSIA. 


Boited Water Is Being Distributed 
Frce Among the Poor. 

St. Petersburg, July 15.—The cholera con- 
tinues to spread with alarming rapidity 
throughout the city. Yesterday 218 fresh 
cases and sixty-nine deaths were reported. 
From July 8th to today at noon, 875 cases 
and 294 deaths have been reported. The 
exceptional measures usual in the period 
of such an epidemic are being enforced 
rigidly. The prefect has ordered that all 
wineshops be closed on Sunday®# and holi- 
days. The city is placarded with instruc- 
tions as to the best means of preventing 
and treating cholera. All factories, thea- 
ters and railways are under orders to take 
special precautions against the ¢pread of 
the disease. Restaurant keepers. have been 
{rected by the municipal authorities to dis- 
tribute boiled water among the poor with- 
out charge. Several buildings in the city 
and suburbs are to be used as cholera hos- 

itals. 
eae the metropolitan, assisted by the 
chief clergy, prayed publicly in St. Isaac's 
cathedral that the progress of the epidemic 
be stayed. Hundreds of cholera cases are 
reported from the provinces where the per- 
centagé of deaths is exceptionally high.

Conferees on the Tarif Bill-Are @ 
Stubborn Set. 


NEITHER SIDE MAKES CONCESSIONS 


The Outlook for the Exposition Ap- 
propriation Is More Favorable. 


SPLENDID WORK HAS BEEN DONE 


There Isa Good Prospect for a Favorable 
Report trom the Committee—N oth- 
ing for Nicaragua This Term. 


Washington, July 15.—(Special.)—The 
clique of. democratic senators who held up 
the Wilson bill when it reached the senate 
and finally succeeded in disembowelling it 
of its free trade tendencies are trying the 
Same game in the conference. 

Messrs. Smith, Caffery, Blanchard, Hill, 
Bryce and Gorman are gradually, one by 
one, coming out again for “conservatism 
and expediency,’’ seeing that the house 
does ngi intend to yield its bill without a 
sideohe 

The house believes that the senators have 
all along been putting up a bluff and Wil- 
son intends to call every pass they make. 
When the bill was in the senate the ma- 
jority was forced through fear of defeat to 
yield. But conditions have changed. The 
house will instruct, if necessary, its con- 
ferees standing to the original bill, or as 
near to it as possible. 

The committees will in all probability 
bring in a report of disagreement and the 
house will be asked for instructions. The 
house will then instfuct and Brice, Smith 
& Co. will have their hands called, and it 
will be seen whether their game has been 
one of bluff. 

President Cleveland stands back of the 
houses. He is opposed to the compromise 
measure. 

If he is active in support of the house 
measure @*e senate will be forced to sur- 
render. 

But what is to be feared is a protracted 
disagreement and the waste of time persu- 
ant upon it. Speaker Crisp will not re- 
turn until Tuesday and it is not likely that 
any report will be made until he has the 
reins of the house in his hands again. 

Conferees Are Wrangling. 

The conference on the tariff has cone 
little more than wrangle so far. The re- 
publicans are greatly wrought up over the 
fact that they have not been admitted to 
tae conference chamber. In fact, they have 
introduced a resolution in the senate to - 
abolish the conference or else force the 
democrats to permit the republicans into 
all the consultations over the bill. 

Besides the fighting without there are 
feurs within. Since Senator Voorhees call- 
ed the conference together last Monday 
the conferees have done nothing but wran- 
gle, and indeed very little work has been 
effected. Phe senate committeemen seem- 
ed to be sure of their ground and refused 
to give up any of the amendments which 
they fought three long months to obtain. 
The cemmittee from the house is equally 
stubbern and will not yield until the Wil- 
son bill has at least, been givem a trial 
vote in the senate They have loitered 
slong, discussed revenue in a general sort 
of way, taken a whack at whisky and are 
on the point of stepping into the sugar 
quagmire. 

The house wishes to do away with the 
sugar duty and keep the senate amendment 
on whisky, which places the tax at $1.10. 
The senate conferees are willing to re 
duce the tax on whisky back to 9 cents, 
but do not want to see the sugar schedule 
touched. The sentiment of the house favors 
striking off the % of 1 per cent discrimina- 
ticn in favor of the trust and the senate 
is willing to yield in this particuiar if 
the general tax is fixed at 45 instead of #0. 
As. far as can be ascertained, the confer- 
ence has done practically nothing. Sena- 
tor Voorhees does not want to admit the 
republicans until the dissension among the 
democrats has been eliminated from the 
ecnference. It may take another week 
before the committee finally gets down toe 
cases. , 

Half the Bounty. 

Trere is a decided sentiment in the con- 
ference in favor of doing away with the 
differentials in the sugar schedule ana 
paying half of the bounty for this year 
as a matter of equity. The senate will un- 
doubtedly yi@ld a portion of their amend- 
ments in regard to the woolen manufact- 
uring schedule. In regard to coal and tron 
it is a matter of great doubt whether both 
or either of these articles will go on the 
free list. The senate wants both to be 
on the dutiable list and Chairman Wilson 
is making a special fight against these 
amendments. He has the reputation for 
consistenty to maintain on coal especially, 
and he will not allow it to go on the dutia- 
ble list until it has been demonstrated te 
the public that a bill with it on the free list 
will be defeated in the senate. It is expect- 
ed that Monday or Tuesday the house 
committee will make some sort of a report 
in response to the general demand thag it — 
be given some inkling as to what is going 
on in conference. 

Wants a Third Term. 

A well-known democratic politician from 
one of the middle states who has the 
run of the white house, so to speak, is aue 
thority for the statement that Mr. Cleve 
land will be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. Mr. Cleveland, he says, takes the 
ground that it will not be a third term 
in the strict sense of the word, as there was 
one intervening term. This geneltman says 
further that Mr. Cleveland is firm in the

ANARCHISTS MUST BE SUPPRESSED 


Germany Has Shut Out All Spanish Im- 
Ports, and Russia Has Made Harsh Port 
Reguiations for German Commerce. 


Berlin, July 15.—Emperor William will 
wail from Bergen, Norway, on June 29th,and 
iVwill arrive on August ist in Wilhelm’s 
Biaven, where he will be met by Chancellor 
won Caprivi. After two days’ rest in Pots- 
dam, he will start for the Isle of Wight. 

During the emperor’s three days on German 


@oil all the important questions of domes- | 


tic politics now awaiting settlement will be 


eubmitted to him. A peculiar feature of 


the present trip has been the suspension 
of most government business in Berlin. 
Heretofore he has received and answered 
daily nymerous notes and state papers sent 
out by telegraph from the ministerial of- 
fices. This year the minigters have sent 
the usual communications, but they have 
got only meager replies—often none at all. 
it is therefore quite unéertain what the 
emperor thinks of Dr. Miquel’s proposals 
for the repression of socialism and anarch- 
ism or revised plans for the taxation of 
alcohol and tobacco. Whether he will sup- 
port the chancellor in his opposition to spe- 
cial repressive laws or will go over to the 
reactionists of the Bismarckian school, is 
in complete doubt. In official circles 
there is a well-authenticated report that 
the emperor, when bidding the chancellor 
goodby in Kiel, requested him to study 
carefully the question of repressive legis- 
lation against the revolutionists and formu- 
Jate his opinion on the subject. So far 
nothing indicates that the chancellor has 
joined the reaction. The newspapers which 
he is supposed to inspire still oppose all 
pians of reviving special laws against so- 
Gialists or anarchists. 
Dealing with Anarchists, 

The exchange of views between Berlin, 
Vienna, Paris and Rome has resulted in 
® common agreement to enforce the system 
ef surveillance recommended by Caprivi- 
The corner stone of this system 1s ihe har 
monious co-operation of the police 
forces in all four capitals. The most effect- 
ive part of the agreement as far as Ger- 
many is concerned, provides that any for- 
eign anarchist who seeks refuge in Ger- 
many and whose presence is known to the 
authorities shall be placed at once at the 
disposal of the government. In case of ex- 
pulsions the police of eVery country in the 
agreement shall be warned at once som that 
the exile may be shadowed wherever he 
goes. It is understood that the Brussels 
and St. Petersburg governments will co- 
operate with the four others in this agree- 
ment. Count Hatzfelt, German ambassa- 
dor in London, will come here tomorrow 
to confer with Caprivi as to England's at- 
titude on the agreement. He has the as- 
surance of Lord Rosebery that England 
will help the continental powers in the 
fight against the anarchists, although not 
in a position to enforce’ the provisions as 
to expulsions. The Norddeutsche Algemeine 
Zeitung holds. that the international police 
measures in question will meet the present 
emergency. No international code nor ex- 
traordinary domestic legislation, it says, 
will now be necessary. The Hamberger 
Nachrichten denounces Great Britain's pre- 
tensions of world-wide hospitality. ‘This 
is mere pharisaism,”’ it says. ‘England 
shelters the worst ruffians, who are ready 
to prey upon all her neigifbors, and makes 
no objection so long as she herself sus- 
tains no injury.’ The Reichsbote and The 
Post distifiguish themselves from other con- 
pervative journals by opposing the demands 
for an international league and draconic 
laws against the revolutionists. In liberal 
and radical press the chancellor is com- 
mended for his hostility to exceptional leg- 
islation. 

° Somebody Will Catch It. 


The empress received last week a letter 
from Lebecht von Kotze’s wife, who ap- 
pealed for an audience that she might pre- 
pent her husband’s defense. The empress 
made no reply. The emperor is determined 
to squelch. the scandal wholly for the pres- 
ent, and as far as the public 
is concerned forever. The story 
that Kotze has offered a large re- 
ward for proof against the anonymous let- 
ter writer, is absurd. The culprit is known 
at court. Probably the emperor only awaits 
the right time to punish him without at- 
tracting attention. Privy Councilor Brueg- 
man, who conducted the examina- 
- tion, received two days ago 
an anonymous letter which offered 
proof that a certain prince at the Berlin 
court wrote the offensive letter. The 
prince’s friends say that the writer lies, as 
the prince was traveling in Asia when the 
first of the letters were sent. 


Harsh on Newspapers. 

The supreme court in Leipsic has reversed 
by a new decision the principle of judicial 
autonomy of the states in handling press 
offenses. Newspapers are held to be lia- 
ble to prosecution not only in the place of 
publication, but wherever they circulate 
within the empire. The: prosecutor, more- 
over, may choose the place of trial to suit 
himself. This decision has uroused the 
state’s rights people and the editors of all 
parties to enter a storm of protest which 
will be repeated as goon as the reichstag 
meets. 

Closing the Ports to Spanish Trade. 

In consequence of the tariff war with 
Spain, all Spanish goods imported into Ger- 
many are dutiable with 50 per cent addi- 
tion to the regular tariff. This closed Ger- 
many absolutely to a large part of the Cu- 
ban tobacco tradé. The importation of 
many Spanish products has been cut off en- 
tirely. The war was thrust upon Germany. 
The chancellor complied with the majority 
of Spain’s demands and made concession 
after concession, until it became evident 
that nothing within the range of possibility 
would satisfy the Madrid protectionists. 
The Vossiche Zeitung says that the govern- 
ment is to be commended for breaking off 
commercial relations with a country living, 
as does Spain, in trade hostility to all Eu- 
rope. “Germany will not be the first to 
resume treaty negotiations,’ it adds, “and 
Spain will find eventually that she must ac- 
cept more unfavorable conditions than those 
_ phe rejected. German industry is prepared 
. to do without Spanish markets. —

Continues in Constantinople. 

Constantinople, July 15.—The panic caus- 
ed by the earthquake does not abate. The 
rumbling of a heavy cart or rattling window 
from a sudden breeze suffices to send the 
occupants of near-by hous€s huddling into 
the streets.

WHY THE SENATE RUSHES, 


It May Be Clearing the Decks for a 
Long Fight. 

Washington, July 15.—The managers of 
the house think they now see daylight, and 
that so far as measures of general interest 
and importance are concerned, the present 
week will put them all out of the way. To- 
morrow will be given to the consideration 
of Representative Bailey’s bill for a uniform 
system of bankruptcy, the vote on its pas- 
sage to be taken at 4:30 o’clock. By the 
terms of the order agreed upon, one hour 
will be devoted to general debate and two 
hours to debate on proposed. amendments 
under the five-minute rule. In the case 
the bill is out of the way in time, the ,judi- 
ciliary committee will be recognized before 
adjournment, so that. it will have all of 
Tuesday’s session for the discussion of 
measures reported from it. .Nine bills have 
been selected by the committee for pre- 
sentation, but manifestly it will be impossi- 
ble to consider them all. One of these, 
which is considered of much importance, is 
that to establish a system of salaries for 
the marshals, clerks and attorneys of the 
United States courts, and abolis*:ing the 
practice of paying fees. The bill is in some 
sense an outcome of the investigation into 
the reported abuses of officials of the 
United States courts in Massachusetts and 
Alabama, 

Wednesday will be given to the commit- 
tee on military affairs to clear tne more im- 
portant bills the passage of which it has 
recommended. 

The Pooling Bill. 

This is as far as the committee on rules 
has disposed of the week, but the probabili- 
ties are that before the week closes the bill 
to amend the interstate commerce act so 
as to permit railroads to arrange freight 
and passenger pools will be called up. Con- 
siderable opposition to the bill has been ex- 
pressed and several applications have been 
made to the committee on rules not to let 
it have a day until next session. But the 
expediency and justice of the proposition 
are recognized by the managers and they 
say it shall have consideration. Unless the 
friends of the measure will consent to strike 
out the provision permitting appeals to be 
taken from the ruling of the interstate 
commerce commission it is doubtful wheth- 
er the bill will pass. 

The senate has made such rapid progress 
with the appropriation bills that it is quite 
possible the close of the week will see all 
the departments of the government provid- 
ed for the present fiscal year. When 
this result has been. accomplished the mi- 
nority will occupy a position of singular 
advantage in regard to the conference re- 
ports on the tariff. Should those features 
of the house bill which the “conservative” 
democrats and the republicans most object 
to be reinstated in the conference report, it 
will be in their power to say ‘well, now, 
gentlemen, we are quite ready to vote to 
adjourn or stay here and discuss this matter 
till the 4th of next March, if need be, and 
there is no rule by which you can shut off 
debate, or compel the adoption of a confer- 
ence report which does not concede some- 
thing to our views.” 

A Source of Possible Trouble. 

If, after: the appropriation bills are dis- 
posed of, the republicans in both the ‘sen- 
ate and house should combine to break a 
quorum, it is doubtful whether the demo- 
crats would be able without extraordinary 
effcrt to hold their forces together and to 
command sufficient votes to adopt the 
corference report. Some of the more ag- 
gressive republican opponents of the tariff 
bill are already hinting at the possibility 
of such a contingency arising. But the 
better opinion seems to be that some kind 
of an adjustment will be arrived at, 
though not till after the ist of August— 
the date now fixed for the bill to take ef- 
fect—has passed. The 10th is the date which 
one of the most active of the conferees 
names as the time he hopes to see the 
bill signed by the president: There are no 
other important measures pending between 
the two houses which the senate is in any 
hurry to take up. The anti-option bill was 
talked to death in the senate tm the last 
congress and would meet with equally 
strong opposition if called up for the sen- 
ate’s action at this session. Almost 
much opposition would await the bill 
forfeit unearned railroad land grants whic 
the house passed last week.

James Monroe, a Financial Authority, 
Lifts His Yolen = 


LET SILVER COUNTRIES COMBINE 


A Bimetallio Policy Independent of Hurope 
W ould Capture the Rich Trade of 
Central and Soutb Ameriea. 


New York, July 15.—(Special.)—Since the 
address of Senator Patrick Walsh, of Geor- 
Bia, at the Tammany celebration on July 
4th, the people of New York city and state 
have given more consideration than here- 
tofore to the southern school of finance. 
James H. Monroe, the well known author- 
ity: on financial questions, contributes to 
The Daily America an article which will 
still further direct thought into this chan- 
mel. Mr. Monroe says: 


“There are mane well meaning statesmen | 


who state they are in favor of bimetallism 
provided we can form an international 
agreement with the European countries, 
whereby an understanding can be arrived 
at for the establishment of. a universal 
standard of monetary unit. We might, with 


the same propriety, propose to enter into’ 


an international agreement for the forma- 


tion of a government system under which 


to carry on our political affairs. Or, we 
might propose to consult the governments 
of Europe in regard to the kind of mon- 
etary system we should establish under 
which to carry on our business relations at 
home and abroad. 

“Outside of the Latin union system, there 


is not any country that has not a different : 


kind of money, both as regards weight, 
fineness, denomination and value. If there 
was a possibility of the commercial nationg 
coming to an understanding upon so momen- 
touS a question as that of a universal 
metallic money, there would be some pro- 
priety in our deferring action until the uni- 
versal quality of metallic money could be 
agreed upon. But as no such possibility 
exists, it devolves upon us, as an indepen- 
dent republic, to establish a system’ of 
coinage that suits our convenience and is 
best calculated to confrom with our in- 
terests and promote our productive efforts. 

“The English government did not consult 
us when it decided to adopt the gold stand- 
ard; neither does it pay any regard to our 
requests to even entertain a proposition to 
make arrangements for re-establishing bi- 
metallism, In choosing its delegates to the 
monetary conferences that have been held, 
the English government sent as its rep- 
resentatives those who were instrumental 
in bringing about the adoption of the gold 
standard, and were therefore certain to op- 
pcse all attempts to reinstate silver on a 
parity with that metal. We maintain, 
therefore, that those who base their de- 
sire for bimetallism upon an international 
agreement are either deceiving them- 
selves or are trying to deceive others 

Dependence Deplored. 
It ill becomes a country like the United 
States to depend upon the action of any 
ctLer country to enable it to devise and 
adopt any one or more systems of interna- 
ticnal policy, more especially that of either 
a political or a monetary character. The 
pretense that our adoption of bimetalhsm 
would disarrange our»commercial relations 
is, to say the least, a very singular oie 
when we see France carrying on its in- 
ternational and external affairs under bi- 
metallism, and as such has become one 
of the most wealthy and independent na- 
tions of the world. If we were to adopt 
the gold and silver standard upon a ratio 
of 16 to 1 and enter into a monetary ar-. 
rangement with the Central and South 
American countries, including Mexico, we 
would not only create an overwhelming 
support of the double standard, but we 
would enrich ourselves as well as every 
South American nation that should join us 
in this monetary arrangement. We would 
soon build up a commercial business that 
would give an impetus to the productive 
interest of every branch of trade carried 
on by each and every country in North 
and South America. 
Hiow It Would Profit Us. 

“To give a practical idea of the impor- 
tance of*such an arrangement to us and 
all other American states, we have com- 
pilec from the United States treasury re- 
ports the following statement of the com- 
mercial intercourse carried on between the 
United States and the other independent 
rations on the two American continents.

Murray disclaims 
this and asserts that Smallis’s convention 
was @ snap convention and that he, Murray, 
was nominated by the only bona fide con- 
vention of the district. Murray contemp- 
tuously speaks of Smalls’s followers as anti- 
snappers and predicts that his predecessor 
will be as completely wiped off of the po- 
litical earth as the anti-snappers of New 
York. ‘ 

Nothing for Nicaragua. 

There is little hope that there will be 
any Nicaragua legislation at this congress. 
When Representative Mallory reported the 
Nicaragua bill, he, as well as the other 
members of the committee through the 
house, would at once act upon it in defer- 
ence to Mr. Cleveland’s wishes in this 
matter. But the committee on rules has 
decided that in view of other measures of 
more immediate importance, if not greater, 
it is not advisable to give the Nicaraguan 
canal bill a hearing. This great measure, 
therefore, will be compelled to be side- 
tracked until the. next session of congress, 
owing to the usual rush of business during 
the short session, the fate of the meaure 
will be exceedingly problematical. 

Morgan’s Prediction. 

Senator Morgan’s declaration that the 
finger of providence points to Adlai Steven- 
son as the next presidential nominee of the 
democratic party was received here with a 
great deal of interest. The wire pullers 
in politics about Washington have been 
casting about for some time to see whose 
Wagon to get on. Now that Morgan has 
taken the initiative and proclaimed for 
Stevenson there will be many who will take 
the finger of the providence utterance as a 
prophecy in joining the wake. Should 
Adlai enter in the concatination of events 
and be nominated every original Adlai 
man will be expected in the cabinet. It 
is too early for predictions ag yet; but this 
one of Senator Morgan is interesting be- 
cause it is the first in this direction and 
accords with the views and the wishes of 
many of the leaders of the party. 

Senator Morgan is now making his cam- 
paign tour through Alabama. Congress- 
man Oates, who is trying to land ihe 
governorship, says that if the question of 
an election of the United States senator 
should be left to the people he believes 
Senator Morgan would receive eighteen 
out of every twenty votes. The great fear 
is that the legislaure will contain a ma- 
jority of Kolbites, who would, of course 
being in the majority, displace Senator 
Morgan in the senate for one of their own 
faction. 

Alabama will be the headquarters of the 
third party in the south during the coming 
campaign in the fall, just as Georgia was 
in the last congressional election. The 
Alabama democracy did not as effectively 
uproot the third party in Alabama as was 


little to fear from such men as Tom Wat- 
son, Alabama ig not considered in a rock- 
ribbed condition for democracy. The Ala- 
bama congressmen are very anxious for 
this session to close so tig:t they can get 
into the thick of the fight and save the 
State to the regular democracy. 
Me Waked to Find Fame. 

Senator Dacis, of Minnesota, who has 
recently came into prominence on account 
of his now famous telegram to the riotous 
Strokers is comparatively a poor man. 
Before he entered the senate it is said 
that his income from his law practice 
amounted to about $25,000 a year. He has 
paid little attention to his private business 
since his entrance into the senate seven 
years ago, and until recently has done 
very little in a public way. In Minnesota 
he was regarded as a great orator. For 
six long years in the senate he has been 
regarded as a clam. He has seldom taken 
part in the idscussion of any subject and 
never seemed to have gotten over being the 
young Mr. Davis. He has evidently been 
waiting for opportunity. His recent speech 
in the senate, while not as passionate as 
that of Senator Gordon, was most scathing 
and equally as eloquent as the old con- 
federate soldier. His telegram first 
brought him into prominence. Like Byron, 
after one night’s rest he woke up and found 
himself famous. In looking around for 
presidential timber many of the republican 
papers are now voicing Davis's claims. It 
is safe to predict that he will continue the 
prestige he has gained. While a man of 
modesty he is also a man of grit. He 
has come out of his shell and those who 
know him best say he will never enter it 
again. It is strange how reputations are 
made in Washington in a day. Statesman 
are truckulent as a general rule. A man 
no sooner becomes prominent in the senate 
or in the house than men of lesser light at 
once proclaim him as a Moses. Two weeks 
ago Davis may have arisen on the floor to 
speak and before his first paragraph had 
ended the chamber would have been de- 
nuded of dignitaries. If he arises to ask 
a question now he is listened to attentively 
and.a set speech from him will fill the 
chamber and pack the galleries. So much 
does a bold stand for right do for a public 
man who has the courage of his convictions 
and the bravery to make those convictions 
known.

PROHIBITION IN SPALDING. 


A Petitiou Asking for an Election Has 
Scven Hundred Signatures. 
Griffin, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—The pro- 
hibition election is on in Spalding county. 
Yesterday afternoon the question of hav- 
ing an election in this county on the ques- 
tion of prohibition was settled and names 
aggregating 700 were signed to the peti- 
ticns that were filed with the ordinary 
praying that he order an election as pre- 
scribed by law. This promises to be the 
most heated contest ever known in the po- 

litical history of the county. 

The county is divided into three factions, 
one favoring high license, another favor- 
ing absolute prohibition and still another 
wishes affairs to remain as they are. The 
people have never been so divided on any 
question. Members of families are divided 
against each other, members of the same 
ehurch are split and the entire town is 


‘discussing the subject “prohibition and 


anti.”’ Conservative citizens sought to 
compromise the matter, and with a view to 
that end offered the following resolutions 
to the prohibition meeting: 

“To Our Fellow Citizens Who Are Seeking 
to Have a Prohibition Election: The un- 
dersigned citizens of 8 alding county re- 
spectfully submit the following reasons for 
postponing said election: 

‘7 We are cenfident that the mayor and 

council of Griffin will prescribe high license 
and strict regulations for barrooms and use 
proper diligence to prevent games and 
gambling at or in connection with bar- 
rooms. 
“9 That six public elections will be held 
in the county within six and a half months 
and our people are thereby stirred up to a 
high state of ‘excitement.

The military governor did not fancy 
his job, and he was glad enough to be 
‘relieved after the state had been recon- 
structed. Since that time he has been 
the commanding officer at West Point, 
N. Y., and in that position as well as 
in the recent troubles in California he 
has shown himself a high-minded sol- 
dier, and the devoted supporter of 
discipline, peace and order. Thousands 
of Georgians will congratulate their old 
military governor upon the record he 
has made for himself.

He has aided 
in forcing silver down, and, although 
he knows that its demonetization has 
caused it to fall from a value of 2 per 
cent above gold down to its present

If silver was worth more than gold 
under our bimetallic system, is it not 
natural to suppose that the re-establish. 
ment of that system will again make 


period of 1878-1892 the United States 
had dispensed with the use of uncov- 
ered paper, including national bank 
notes, and had coined and put into cir- 
culation every ounce of silver and gold 
produced in this country during those 
tineteen years, Our per capita circula- 
tion would not have been more than $2 
greater than it was in 1892. He con- 


cludes as follows: 

Silver production has not increased dur- 
ing the same period as rapidly as the pro- 
@ucgion of cereal crops, nor of cotton, nor 
as rapidly as the increase of foreign com- 
merece. The fifty-cent silver dollar is not 
due to an over-production of silver, for if 
crop production and the growth of com- 
merce is a measure, there has been no 
over-production of silver. But it is due to 
the demonetization of silver and the under- 
production of gold. 

In all the important mining camps of 
the west, the most profitable and easily 
worked portion of the larger mines, known 
as the oxidized zone or “‘gossan,”" has as 
a rule been worked out. It is not improb- 
able that a zenith of silver productiun is 
not far away, and that twenty-five years 
hence the world will be as clamorous for 


silver equal to gold? This is a busi- 
ness view of it. Turn it over in your 
mind, Colonel Candler and think about 
it. 

But the colonel is not likely to change, 
after he has practically declared that 
he is eternally against silver. He has 
a consistent record on this line. When 
he was in congress he acted with 
the republicans and goldbugs who 
favored the immediate resumption of 
gold payments and the consequent con- 
traction of the currency. He hit silver 
a blow whenever he could, and now 
that it is down he is still pounding it. 
Against the protest of the entire city 
of Atlanta and against the wishes of 
his district, he voted against the pro- 
posed repeal of the resumption act. 

Let us see what the democrats of his 
district thought of his policy then. He 
went before his constituents in 1878 on 
his record favoring the forced resump- 
tion of gold payments, the contraction 
of the currency, the issue of hundreds 
of millions of dollars in bonds and the 
demonetization of silver, and the demo- 
crats rose up as one man and repudiated 
him. They defeated his renomination, 
and they gave their reasons in their 
Barnesville platform which declared for 
the free coinage of silver, denounced 
the contraction of the currency by the 
forced resumption of specie payments, 
and advocated the expansion of the 
currency, the remonetization of silver 
and demanded no further increase of 
the bonded debt. These matters were 
clearly and pointedly set forth, and it 
was also stated that the contraction of

An Ex-Governor of Georgia. 
General Thomas H. Ruger’s name is 


never found in any list of Georgia's ex- 
governors, but for a year or so during 
reconstruction times he was the military 


preaching patience, respect for 
rights, strict observance of public faith. 
On the other ts a demagogue, ranting about 
the tyranny of capitalists and usurers, and 
asking why anybody should be permitted 
to drink champagne and to ride in a car- 
riage while thousands of honest folks are 
in want of necessaries. Which of the two 
candidates is likely to be preferred by a 
workingman who hears his children cry 
for more bread? I seriously apprehend 
that you will, in some such season of ad- 
versity as I have described, do things which 
will prevent prosperity from returning; 
that you will act like people who should 
in a year of scarcity devour all the seed 
corn, and thus make the next a year not 
of scarcity, but of absolute famine. There 
will be, I fear, spoliation. The spoliation 
will increase the distress. The distress will 
preduce fresh spoliation. There is noth- 
ing to stop you. Your constitution is all 
sail and no anchor. As I said before, when 
a society has entered on this downward 
progress, either civilization or liberty must 
perish. Either some Caesar or Napoleon 
will seize the reins of government with 4 
strong hand, or your republic will be as 
fearfully plundered and laid waste by bar- 
barians in the twentieth century as the 
Roman empire was in the fifth, with this 
difterence: that the Huns and Vandals whvu 
ravished the Roman empire came fron 
without, and that your Huns and Vandals 
will have been engendered within your 
country by your own institutions. 

Hisewhere in this remarkable letter 
the great historian said that we would 
have no serious trouble so long as our 
public lands absorbed that portion of 
our population who were likely to be 
the most turbulent. But he thought 
the time would come when New [Eng- 
land would be as thickly peopled as 
old England. Wages would decline, and 
distress’ would mike our laborers dis- 
contented and mutinous, listening to 
the agitators who proclaim that it is a 
monstrous iniquity for one man to have 
a million while another cannot get a 
full meal. Through universal suffrage 
the majority in such times would have 
the rich who are in the minority at their 
mercy, because in America the govern- 
ment is the majority. 

Macaulay made this gloomy predic- 
tion because he had no confidence in 
universal suffrage. He believed that 
it would lead to barbarism, and he could 
not see how our country could escape 
the cangers of mob rule. It was his 
idea that every country had its higher 
classes and that these classes were en- 
titled to rule. 

Since this letter was written we have 
passed through the anti-slavery agita- 
tion, the great civil war, the chaotic era 
of reconstructon and hundreds of 
strikes of more or less magnitude. Our 
government has been tested in almost 
every conceivable way, and it has al- 
ways stood the strain. From the stand- 
point of a pessimist Macaulay’s views 
will always command attention. hut + 
enlightened patriot who* understands 
our institutions, the character 6f our 
people and the conditions under which 
we live will not yield to the conviction 
that the day will ever come when a ma- 
jority of the freest and most intelligent 
people on the globe will exchange even 
an unsatisfactory government for the 
terrors of anarchy. The majority will 
rely upon the ballot to give them the 
reforms which they demand, and once 


in power the majority of the dominant | 


party will work for peace and order 
and prosperity. Selfinterest alone 
would dictate this course, and self-in- 


terest is as potential in politics as it 
is in business.

“3. We favor the gradual substitution of 
United States legal tender paper for nation- 
al bank notes and its permanent establish- 
ment as the paper money of the country— 
msde receivable for all dues to the govern- 
ment and of equal tender with coin. The 
arount ‘of such issues is to be regulated by 
law as to give the people assurance of 
stability in the volume of the currency and 
corsequent stability of the value—no furth- 
er increase of the bonded debt and no furth- 
er sale of bonds for the purchase of coin 
for resumption purposes. 

“Resolved further, That we approve and 
endorse the payment of all onds and 
dues by the -federal. government as they 
fall due in the currency of the government 
where the same are not vable in coin 
by the original contract. favor further 
the gradual extinction of the public debt-- 
r'gid economy—the reduction of the ex- 
penditures in all the branches of the public 
service and a tariff for revere only.” 

It will be seen from the above that the 
people of this district, in spite of redis- 
tricting since, are still in favor of the sur- 
viving principles at issue—free coinage of 
silver, free banking and other essentials 
of popular financial relief. 

Mr. Candler, tt can be said to the credit 
of his consistency, or prefudices, has not 
changed in the meanwhile. He is still the 
goldbug of 1875 and 1878. History has had 
no lesson for him In his subsequent educa- 
tion. The world has not moved for him in 
sixteen years. The slump in prices, the 
fall in wages, the commercial stringen- 
cies and industrial paralysis, the contrac- 
tion of the currency and the increased pur- 
chasing potency of gold—none of these 
evils and distresses move him. He is for 
gold, gold, gold—yellow, and hard, anc 
cold! Ephraim is joined to his idol. Let 
him alone! <

Livingston's Commander, 
COLONEL L. P. THOMAS TALKS ABOUT IT 


Heand Mr. T. M. Armistead Testify That 
Livingston Was a True and Brave 
Soldier During the War, 


Among the many campaign stories set 
afloat against Colonel Livingston was one 
to the effect that while commissary officer 
of the Forty-second Georgia regiment he 
had speculated in the goods of the com- 
missary, in consequence of which his com- 
rades had passed resolutions, condemning 
him to an ignominious ride on a rail, which 
experience he had ‘but narrowly avoided. 

This story was related at the Candler 


rally Saturday night by Mr. John Clay 
Smith and created considerable talk. 

Now the Forty-sécond Georgia is an At- 
lanta regiment, and its former colonel, Hon. 
L. P. Thomas, is a well-known and ‘highly 
respected citizen of this city, and many 
other of its officers and members also live 
hére. An inquiry of Colonel Thomas and 
of other members of .the regiment resulted 
in quickly exploding this story and sending 
it to keep company with the others orig- 
inated by a desperate opposition. 

When Colonel Thomas's attention« was 
called to the statement: of Mr. Smith he 
smiled and emphatically denied it. “It is 
true," he said, ‘that Mr. Livingston was. 
a commissary officer in the Forty-second 
regiment and served in that capacity until 
the Kentucky campaign, when he was 
transferred tu another regiment. He per- 
formed the arduous and important duties 
of his office faithfully and well and I 
never heard of any criticisms of his con- 
duct as commissary, much less any such 
charges or such an incident as Mr. Smith 
related, and it would not have been possi- 
ble for such an incident to occur with- 
out my knowledge. Mr. Livingston was al- 
ways a good soldier and bore an excel- 
lent reputation for personal bravery.” 

Captain T. M. Armistead, who was an 
officer in the Forty-second Georgia, more 
than confirmed all that Colonel Thomas 
had said and bore strong testimony to 
Colonel Livingston's personal bravery, il- 
lustrating it with a striking incident. 

Mr. Armistead said in an emphatic way: 
“This is ‘the first time I ever heard of 
such a thing, and there is not a word of 
truth in the story. There was never any 
complaint against the way Livingston per- 
formed his duties as quartermaster, and 
the story to the contrary is false, and their 
adopting resolutions to ride him. on a rail 
is simply preposterous. It could not have 
been thought of, and if it had occurred I 
would have been certain to hear of it. Liv- 
ingston always had an excellent reputation 
for personal bravery, although he occupied 
what is usually called a ‘bomb proof’ pusi- 
tion. There was never any question among 
his comrades ag to has courage of. patriot- 
ism. I now recall one incident in particular 
that illustrates his character in this re- 
spect. In one of the earliest engagements, 
when the fire of the enemy was particularly 
galling, and there wag a line of sharp- 
shooters thrown out to protect our men, 
Livingston borrowed a gun and ammunition 
from a@ comrade and voluntarily went out 
to the line of sharp-shooters and stayed 
there in spite of the dangers of the place, 
about two hours, until he had exhausted 
his ammunition.”

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Marietta’ Second Fire Leads to a 


Sensation. 


AN ENTIRE BLOCK THREATENED 


The Second Time Within a Week a Fire 
Starts in Mr. Alston’s Store—He 
Was Arrested. 


Marietta had a Sunday afternoon fire 
yesterday, which promises to furnish that 
little city a live sensation. 

For the second time within a week, the 
entire business block on the north side of 
the public square was threatened with 
total destruction, and it was only by hard, 
untiring work that the block was saved. 

The blaze yesterday afternoon started in 
the real of Mr. Pink Alston's store, which 
is a general merchandise store. The blaze 
was discovered about 6:20 o’clock ‘yester- 
day afternoon, and an alarm turned in. 
The department quickly responded, as did 
the entire population of Marietta. 

The burning building, located in the cen- 
ter of the city, attracted the people 
from every quarter in great num- 
bers. The fire department set to work 
upon it with a will. Owing to a defect in 
the hand engine, it was ten minutes after 
the firemen reached the scene that water 
was turned upon the fire. 

By this time the flames had eaten their 
way through the front door and windows 
and shot out into the street angrily. The 
blaze seemed to leap high up as it gained 
the freedom of the outer air, and the ap- 
pearance of the fire was as if it were 
feeding upon kerosene oil. 

The steamer and the hand engine played 
upon the blaze wth fine effect, and; after 
a hard fight of nearly an hour, the fire 
was extinguished. The stores adjacent to 
Mr. Alston’s caught fire, but the blaze was 
quickly put out, and little damage was done 
them. 

The damage done by the fire was con- 
siderable. Mr. Alston had a stock of goods, 
the value of which he estimated at $3,500, 
before the fire of a week ago. At the first 


fire the stock was damaged to more than 


half its value, and yesterday’s fire made it 
a total loss. 

The store of Mr. Alston is a large one, 
and in the rear is a long extension used 
as a warehouse. Above the store in the 
front of the building are the law offices 
of Hon. A. 8. Clay and Mr. Blair; in the 
rear are the law offices of Mr. John H. 
Boston, Jr., and Mr. E. W. Frey. The 
large and valuable law library and office 
furniture of Clay and Blair were badly dam- 
aged, but not entirely lost. Nothing at all 
was saved from the offices of Messrs. Bos- 
ton and Frey. 

The building belonged to Hon. A. 8B. 
Clay, and was insured in the sum of $1,200, 
only. His losses will probably exceed the 
amount of insurance. Mr, Alston's stock of 
goods, which he etimated as being worth 
$3,500, was covered by an insurance policy 
of $2,400. 

At 4 o’clock last Saturday morning, July 
7th, the store of Mr. Alston was discover- 
ed to be burning. The fire started in the 
warehouse in the rear, and upon investiga- 
tion it was discovered, that the door in the 
rear had been forced open. The work was 
clearly that of an incendiary and excited a 
great deal of talk at the time. The fire 
was only put out after a hard fight and 
considerable loss to the tenants of the 
building. 

It is said that the insurance company re- 
fused to pay Mr. Alston the amount of his 
policy until the nature of the fire could be 
investigated. 

The breaking out of the fire yesterday af- 
ternoon intensified the excitement caused 
by the first fire. The fire of a week before 


had not ceased to be the talk of the town, : 


and the fresh blaze yesterduy afternoon 
furnished Marietta the biggest sensation it 
has had in some months.

A Shylock Farts with His Coin for a 
Worthiess Fiddle. 

It was in the corridor of the Kimball 
house vesterday that several gentlemen 
were discussing the desperate straits that 
some persons are confronted with to raise 
money during the hard times.

POLITICAL CORRUPTION. 


A Ringing Article in the Current Issue 
of The St. Louis Christinn Advoeate. 
Kditor 
Been attracted to an article in the -current 
issue of The St. Louis Christian Advocate, 
and, as a Methodist minister who believes 
in the purity of the ballot and in honesty in 
politics, I wish to commend it to the public. 
In this same connection, let me call at- 
tention to the fact that in all the scandals 
that have been going on about Washington, 
our congressman, Colonel Livingston, has 
Stuck so faithfully to the democratic plat- 
form that there has never been a breath 
of suspicion against him. He has stood by 
his party colors truly and faithfully, and 
has done his duty like a man. He has never 
been counted on the side of the trusts and 
monopolies, but every vote has been cast 
in faver of the people. 
There aré a great many men in congress 
who flickered when they should have stood 
true to the people, but Livingston was not 
one of them. 
See what The Christian Advocate says 
about the sugar trust, and about the gen- 
eral corruption at Washington, as follows: 
“It is the most commonplace of truisms 
to say that this country has fallen on evil 
times. Strikes, mobs, riots, financial 
troubles, industrial disturbances and labor 
conflicts have caused a condition of things 
which may well cause alarm and appre- 
henson. It-is evident to the most careless 
Man that there are conditions existing in 
our land which, unless they are changed, 
will as surely bring ruin and disaster as 
that the factors which were-at work dur- 
ing the decline of the Roman empire hasten- 
ed the imperial government to its death. 
While we might give a long catalogue of 
these evils, and show how they have con- 
spired to bring about the present state 
oF affairs, every one of them will be found 
at the last analys’s to have originated either 
in the enactment of: bad laws or the failure 
to put good ones on our statute books and to 
entorce them. A little reflection will con- 
vince every one of the truth of this state- 
ment. 
“Who doubts that if, when the present 
congress first convened, it had at once 
adopted measures of relief, or, in fact, had 
settled any questions definitely, there would 
have been partial, if not complete, de- 
liverance from our financial difficulties? The 
commerce of tnis entire country has been 
paralyzed while manufacturers and mer- 
chants have been waiting for congress tv 
settle the tariff question. If they had set- 
tled it either way, it would have brought 
relief; but the whole country has been in 
suspense, and our senators and representa- 
tives have been fiddling while Rome has 
been burning. 
“Nor is this the worst of it. All this de- 
lay has been for a purpose, and the ‘sugar 
scandal’ has brought to light the startling 
fact that members of both houses are 
bought and sold like common chattels, and 
that venality is the rule and honesty the 
exception in the capitol of the United 
States. We are glad to Know that there 
are senators as well as congressmen who 
are absolutely above reproach. Their per- 
sonal integrity stands forth unquestioned, 
and the mention of their: names starts no 
suspicion. But many others are there whom 
nobody believes to be honest, and the num- 
ber of these corrupt men is so great and 
the practice of purchasing their votes has 
,-become so g@neral and notorious, that 
even the average congressman is not offend- - 
ed when he is approached with a bribe. 
A number of these men have purch 
their places, and they are there for the 
money they can make. They are ready to 
jump at every chéhce for private speculation 
while questions of national: legislation are 
at issue, affecting for good or evil millions 
of people, and they are utterly careless 
and indifferent to every interest which 
does not contribute to their personal gain. 
“The results of the senate investigation 
into the sugar scandal justify this arraign- 
ment. The testimony of the agents and 
officers of the sugar trust verifies the sus- 
picion the country has had of a partner- 
ship between congress afd certain interests. 
Not only did senators and congressmen 
speculate on information which they alone 
had, but the sugar trust made large pay- 
ments of money to secure such legislation 
as they desired. , 
“It is time for the country to be aroused. 
It is supposed that ministers and religious 
papers are to leave such questions to poli- 
ticlans and the secular page, But it is 
the press to 
arouse the slumbering conscience of the 
nation.”’
